But the whole 
complex program of federal and local 
government relationships needs examin- 
ing: Our nation is dotted with federally 


aided local hospitals, federally built school © 


buildings, federally built ‘local court- 
houses, city halls, and we travel on fed- 
erally aided roads. Our farm prices of 
cotton, peanuts, tobacco and other crops 
are held up by federal price regulations 


and use of tax money from all the States. 
We now have the Federal Government 
reaching into local labor disputes and 
ruling out mass picketing and violence on 
picket lines. We think that’s right and 
long overdue. But it is federal “inter- 


- ference” in local affairs within the present 


Dixiecrat standards. So, we say, the 
whole problem needs an examination and 
analysis. The Dixiecrats, by basing their 
appeal on the racial issue and on but one 
of the ten amendments to the Constitu- 
tion, have hurt the cause of State’s rights. 
The Wallace party is Communist domi- 
nated and harmful to the nation and the 
future. l 

The international situation being what 
it is, and the attitude of both parties ‘to- 
ward domestic issues being so closely 
alike; we have not torn our shirt in this 
campaign. Georgia’s Senators and Con- 
gressmen are supporting the Democratic 
ticket and the nominees. So are we. But 
we don’t like much of the platform. We 
don’t think Harry S. Truman is a bad 
man or a great man. We think the Re- 
publican nominee is going to win. We 
view that with no great alarm, being con- 
fident the nation will endure and might 
even benefit. We view with some fear the 
possibility the agricultural machinery of 
the nation may be smashed by some of 
the forces behind the Republican nomi- 
nee. All of us will have to watch that 
with great'care. If our farmers become 
poor we all become poor with them. 

The Russians may attempt some fright- 
ening move during the period between 
Nov. 2 and Jan. 20, when the next Presi- 
dent will take office. We expect it. We 
don’t think it will mean war. We believe 
Gov. Dewey has done a good job letting 
Russia know his position. 

Whatever the administration, our coun- 
try needs watchful citizens. We need 
more and more persons who are interested 
in politics every day and not just on elec- 
tion days. The way to keep America 
strong is to be watchful in behalf of her 
institutions, to see that our guarantees 
apply to all and to preserve the two-party 
system. 

Vote tomorrow—and vote either Demo- 
cratic or Republican.

beginning. of a chain reaction. While regular 
Southern leaders ran hastily for cover in the 
storm stirred up over the racial issue, and are still 
in hiding, all but a very few kept out of the new 
Party very assiduously. They have too much at 
stake. Their attitude is a good clue, because 
politicians follow the first law of nature which is 
self-preservation, and they usually know, from 
long experience, what is necessary for self-preser- 
vation. 


For another thing, the Dixiecrats have no real 
issue on which to found a permanent party. All 
they have is the racial issue’ and our history is 
full of political parties that fell on such prejudice. 
They offer nothing in the way of economic and 
social betterment in the South. To the contrary, 
big interests behind it-would check economic and 


social reform. 


As for “states’ rights,” the Southern people 
know as well as anybody else how phony this 
is in this day and age. They are fully aware 
that it was through initiative of the Federal 
Government, not the States, that great changes 
for the better in the South were brought about 
in recent years. In those who are crying 
“states’ rights” also they recognize many who 
have spent much time in Washington trying to 
tap the Federal till for money for things which 
States could not finance. | 


In the long look, the rapid changes now going 
on in the South offer the best arguments against 
the perpetuation of the Dixiecrat Party. Some in 
the South hopefully see the current spectacle as 
the last gasp of the alliance of reaction and 
prejudice. They envisage economic improvement, 
education, and education on economic issues such 
as is now being provided by labor unions which 
are growing with the swift advance of indus- 
trialization in the South, as gradually increasing 
political progressivism in that section and also 
removing the causes of racial antagonism upon 
which reaction flourishes.

Deranian with questions about moonshine and 
monkeyshines in the hills of West Virginny an- 
other lawgiver four floors up was worrying about 
something else. , 

This was Sen. Francis J. Myers, the Demo- 
erat from Philadelphia, Pa., who is a member 
of the election committee, too. Even as we 
were learning about cash-and-carry balloting in 
the coal mine country, Sen. Myers was penning 
a sizzling telegram to Sen. Jenner, demanding 
that he get two of his gumshoes out of Texas, 
right now. a | ? i 

The gentleman from Pennsylvania told the 
. gentleman from Indiana that the latter’s Texas 
agents weren’t actually looking for frauds, -but 
were trying to persuade folks in the cow and oil 
territory to vote Republican. He named names 
and he sounded bitter and I can only hope the 
gentlemen kiss and make up along about Nov. 3. 

As for voting, West Virginia style, Counsel 
Deranian made it sound almost like comic page 
doings.

In the 
past, he said, the voters got their. cash and, or 
their nip of schnapps and then voted in the open, 
so the fellows who paid the money could see

Senate Victory for GOP? 


WASHINGTON—Gov. Dewey will be elected by a substantial 
majority in the Electoral College. He is assured of a minimum of 
266—necessary for election—and his majority ‘will range from 75 
to 100 electoral votes. 

The House*of Representatives will remain Republican by-a 
comfortable majority, but the Senate will be organized by the 
Republicans by the narrowest margin in recent history. 

The reason for Dewey’s victory is that which has emerged in 
many presidential .elections—the people vote against the man in 


the White House when things do not go well with the household. 


budget or when there is a feeling that a President is really not 
equal to the job. 


The very trend that revolves around the economic 
Farm Vote wellbeing of the individual gives Truman a sub- 
stantial vote in the farm communities, especially in the West, be- 
cause of the high prices for crops. The protest, however, against 
the cost of living which is usually blamed on the President in 
office means a high vote for Dewey in the urban communities. 
Because conditions are not uniform in all sections, Truman will 
make a better showing on popular votes than on electoral votes. 
Less than 4,000,000 votes out of 51,000,000 will separate the two 
contenders. 

This is one reason why the Senate race is so close. The Senate 
at present has 51 Republicans and 45 Democrats. Because only one- 
third of the Senate plus any vacant seats are up for election every 
two years and because so many of the seats happen this year to 
be in the South and West, a few contests can swing the Senate 
either way. 


47 of the 96 seats. 3 
Reports from the States where 32 seats are up for election, and 
the thirty-third seat where there has been a vacancy that has to 


be filled, show that the pivotal contests are to be found in Mon- | 
tana, Idaho, New Mexico, Wyoming, Colorado, Iowa, Oklahoma, | 
Minnesota, Kentucky and West Virginia. Democratic Party strength | 


is expected to be maintained in Idaho, Colorado and New Mexico. 
Inasmuch as Oklahoma is normally Democratic, a change from the 
Republican to the Democratic column is anticipated, or a net gain 
of one for the Democrats. ' 

This narrows the contest>to six seats—Kentucky and West 
Virginia in the area east of the Mississippi River, and Montana, 
Wyoming, Iowa and Minnesota in the West. 


It is an old rule in politics that if the top of the 
Congress ticket. is running strong he carires so many “straight 
ticket” voters with him that the “split ticket” vote is overcome. 
Neither candidate for the Presidency is running strong enough in 
three of the Western States—Montana, Wyoming and-Minnesota— 
to drag in a senatoriaf candidate “by the Coattails” as the saying 
goes in politics. In Kentucky, however, Truman could sweep in 
the Democratic nominee while Dewey could carry in the Republi- 
can in West Virginia. It is significant, on the other hand, that in 
neither Kentucky nor West Virginia is there any conceding being 
done as the predictions vary with the experts interviewed. 

It looks, however, as if Sen. Cooper, Republican, is strong 
enough on his own to win in Kentucky and as if Sen. Revercomb, 
Republican, will squeeze through in West Virginia on the “coat- 
tail” vote which means the Republicans will retain these two seats. 

It looks also as if Sen. Murray, Democrat, will lose in Montana 
which offsets the Democratic gain in Oklahoma. 

This leaves Iowa where Sen. Wilson, Republican, will be carried 
"in by the Dewey vote and Wyoming, where a similar clase squeeze 
for. the Republican incumbent may be expected. In Minnesota the 
odds favor the Democrat in place of Sen. Ball, Republican. 

This would make the final tally 50 Republicans and 46 Demo- 
crats. Thus the Republicans could still lose in Wyoming or West 
Virginie and have a 49-to-47 lead, but if both States are lost to 
the Republicans and the “cottail” vote doesn’t materialize for the 
Republicans as expected by many veteran observers it would 
mean a tie at 48 to 48 and the vote of the Vice President, Gov.
